There ar e a wi d e r an g e of
p eople sup p o r t i n g LB 357 , too, I will admit that, some of the
same people, but to adopt this amendment is not turning the back
on those supporters. Those people like this bill just as well ,
or in some cases maybe even a little bit better. S o you ar e n o t
gutting the bill, you are not throwing out the concept. You are

SENATOR WESELY: Thank you . Ve r y b r i e f l y , Nr . S pe a ke r , I would
echo the comments of Senator Withem and Senator Schellpeper .
Having worked with Senator Schellpeper in the Health Committee
handling this legislation, we do feel that there is a lot of
s upport f or Senat o r S chellpeper ' s appr o a c h . We do commend
Senator Nelson on the work that she has done, but i t see m s a s
though if we are faced with the choice between one or the o the r ,
I, personally, would prefer the Schellpeper approach. I t d o e s
recognize need . It does recognize the need to have i nd i v i d u a l s
stay in the s tate if we provide assistance. In addition, it
does target more in terms of help going in to a greater degree
to maybe fewer people b ut st i l l i t wil l make a g r ea t e r
difference we think. Naybe ther e i s st i l l a lot of room for
negot i a t i o n on t h i s . We have tried to sit down and talk about
it to some degree. I don't think enough but, nevertheless, I
don' t know if there is any real room for compromise at this
point, and, so, just because of that, in m y r eview o f t h e
situation, I prefer the Schellpeper amendment and would ask your
support for it.
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
